A growing sentim ent for the eii- 
I artm ent, in every state, of a law 
i n quiring an operator’s perm it for 
I all autoi>ts is shown by the 
re- 
S suits of a nation-wide survey ju st 
! completed by the American Mofor- 
| ists association, in conjunction with 
The Automobile Club of Illinois. 
In response to a questionnaire, 
! sent to all state highway commis- 
1 sions, embodying the query: “ Do 
>ou favor an 
operator’s 
perm it 
law ?” 
The answ ers were, almost 
without exception, in the affirma- 
t i vc. 
Of th 0 48 states and the D istrict 
of Columbia, tw enty-six states r«- 
auire no 
operator’s 
perm it. 
Of 
these 26 states, the highway com­ 
m issioners of motor vehicles, in all 
but four, expressed belief th at per­ 
m its were essential tow ards high­ 
way m qtor vehicle traffic safety. In 
eight states legislation is now pend­ 
ing tow ards the enactm ent of m otor 
perm it laws. 
The only way in which the fit­ 
ness or unfitness of a person to op - 


erate a motor vehicle can be estab­ 
lished, is by an examination of that 
person. 
This raises the question 
as to what ptr cent are fit or unfU 
to operate an automobile over 
a 
public highway, it is pointed out by 
Si. Mayer, president of the A uto­ 
mobile club of Illinois. 
“National figures are not avail­ 
able to answer this question, 
Mr. 
Mayer states. 
“A close approxi­ 
mate, however, may be 
obtained 
from an analysis of the 
applica­ 
tions for automobile 
license 
per­ 
mits in the state of New 
Jersey. 
The figures show that during 1927 
there were 145,494 persons examin­ 
ed for permits and of this num ber 
28,877, or 19.8 percent, were found 
to be unfit to operate an automobile 
commensurate 
with 
safety 
and 
were therefore rejected. 
Of 
the 
number found unfit, 13,013 
were 
disqualified because of their inabil­ 
ity to drive, while 15,864 failed in 
their written test. 
Hundreds of Thousands I nht 
“Accepting the approxim ate fig­ 
ure of 19.8 percent in New Jersey 
as being unfit out of 145,494 appli­ 
cants, by the sam e standards, this 
would mean th at m ere are hund­ 
reds of thousands of automobile 
operators in the states where per­ 
m its are not required th a t are an 
actual menace to others 
on 
the 
highways,” Mr. M ayer declares. 
He points out fu rth er th at in 
num erous states the courts h aw 
accepted the so-called “Dangerous 
Instrum ent Act,” holding th at an 
automobile is a dangerous instru ­ 
ment. 
“In the light of the courts 
decision, thus defining an autom o­ 
bile, it would seem to follow that

of

should be properly licensed,” Presi­ 
dent M ayer declares.
